Retail autocno- 
bUe prices will climb even more 
because the Herlong amendment 
to the new controls law parmlti 
dealers to add normal percentase 
markups to their prices.

The laUst available parity price 
for baled hay on a national basis, 
aceerdlng to the bureau of agricul- 
tural economies, was tss^o on Sept. 
IB. The market pries nationally 
then was UUO per ton.

The Hoover commliwilon's recommBntlatian 
on BOTemment reorganlziitlon and economy 
weroi among the boldest and most hopelul 
propoaalfl ever offered for tho bettennent of 
our federal nystera. 

In the beglnnind, both the Preuldent and 
coilgress seemed to realize this, and they 
moved enerBetlcally and with. some couraRo 
to put these recommendations Injorce. By the 
time Uie Slst conRrcM was well Into Ita sec- 
ond year, half the program had been adopted, 
and savings of consetiucnce were foreseen. 

At this juncture, however, the Htreamllnlnn 
drive gradually bogged down. Mr. Truman 
5ent up to capJtol hill certain proDoaaJa which 
were modified with apparent political Intent. 
The lawmakers balked at these, and then 
stubbornly refused to, approve other Import- 
ant features of the commlsBlon plan. 

The 82nd conaress, which convened this 
January, allowed the unfinished portion of 
the program to languish in the b&clcwaters. 
Aothlng was done. 

^ Thus we stond, with perhaps the moat vital 
tiaU of the Hoover proposals still awaiting ac- 
tion nearly three years after their original 
presentation. ' 

If we can believe the cheerful supporters 
of tho ' program, additional savings rising 
ultimately to from 13,000,000,000 to $5,000.- 
000,000 could be realized by carrying It 
through. Whichever measure you take. It 
means greater value from the taxpavlng 
dollar, perhaps some doy a smaller tax bur- 
den. 

This Is no dull academlc'matter of Interest 
only to students of efficient government. It 
concerns every American who Is worried over 
the course of federal spending. With defense, 
foreign aid, pensions and debt requiring huge 
outlays that simply cannot be escaped, there 
li almost no hope for real savings except 
tbraugh a wholesale modcmization of our 
crealcy,' Jerry-buUt - government structure. 

Each sound advance made should contrlb- 
. ute to a result that one day will mean mors 
. money In yout pocket. You therefore have 
*a right to expect action, both from the Presi- 
dent and from congress. This is the perfect 
opportunity for the lawmakers to demonstrate 
their oft-expresaed affection for economy. 

If they do not act affirmatively, you may 
be sure they ue yielding to pressures from 
ihodo who have a vested Interest In fat gov- 
■ ommont — In waste,'- duplication of effort.- 
over-expanslon and mismanageme.nt: " 

A government body which feels Itself' power- 
less to control or reduce Its expanding girth la 
a danger to Its country and to the democratic 
system It seeks to make effective. 

The voters of America will mark carefully 
how their representatives meet this prob- 
lem In 19S3. Ttia testing time la, nearly at 
hand for the men who shout so much and do 
so little for economy. ■ ■

out In space beyond the equator. 
The paths of the nest three m suc- 
cessively farther out. the lourUi be- 
ing over 1,000.000 miles from Jupiter.

---The-WByi Wc":aro located In rela- 
Uon to the pUnet, we look at Uie 
edges or the satellite orbits and thus 
do not get the effect ot the actual 
motion m circles. Instead, the moons, 
appearing like UtUe stars, seem to 
BO back and forth In almost a 
straight line. 

Some nights two moons are on 
one side of Jupiter and two on the 
other, but all in this Imaginary 
BtnUght line that runs throuflh the 
center of the planet. The next night, 
three may be on one side and one 
on the other, or all lour on one sldt. 
One or more of the satellites may 
be Invisible due to eclipse, or passing 
behind the huge planet (occullatlon) 
or In front ot tt (transit). 

Cjejts Varied 

Tli'ese four moons encircle Jupllcr 
respectively In periods of approxi- 
mately S, 4, 7 and 17 days. In order 
outward they are named lo, Europa, 
Ganymede and calllsto. A fifth tiny 
moon aim- nearer the planet imakcs 
a round Ulp Ui 13 hours.
